I had not the 
leaſt intimation given of its publication till 
within a few minutes before its delivery, 
conſequently not the moſt remote conception 
of its eyer appearing again after being de- 
livered from the pulpit. In order, how- 
ever, to perpetuate the memory of him 
whom I unfeighedly loved, agreeably with 
the mind of the Church, I ſubmitted to 
its going to the preſs; and the more readily, 
as by an unforeſeen diſappointment, and 
from indiſpoſition, I did not attend his dear 

remains to the filent tomb, and was hereby 
diſappointed in hearing my dear brother in 
Chriſt ſpeaking over the grave; but I forbear 
a 8 recite that which gives me ſenſible pain! 
The ſecret ſprin g of action imperceptibly 
operates through ſecond cauſes, which are 
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ever ſubordinate to higher deſigns, and ul- 


- timately the glory of the firſt great Cauſe ; 


hence, by the fooliſhneſs of preaching, 


ſinners are brought to the divine fellowſhip 


of Father, Son, and Holy Spirit; and God 


hath choſen the weak, baſe, and fooliſh 
things, to confound the wiſe, and that his 
own name may have all the glory, all boaſt- 
ing in the creature is to be excluded, and 
every limb of Antichriſt muſt be cut off. 


Who then can tell but this imperfect work 
may be owned of God? Some, indeed, may 
tauntingly ſay, can any good thing come out 
of Galilee ; this has been done in the green 


tree, and what ſhall be done in the dry? I 


' truſt, through the Spirit's reaching, that my 
only aim is to exalt my Saviour, and preach 
the truth as it is in Jeſus. If, therefore, but 
one poor fellow ſinner fhould find ſome- 


thing of Chriſt in this weak attempt, and 


be led to look to him and truſt in him, my 
reward is great; and as the immortality 
of the ſoul, ſalvation by the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, the doctrine of the reſurrection, and 
final future judgment, are thoſe majeſtic 
ſubjects which have a teacency to alarm the 
careleſs, as well as encourage the believer to 
conſider the one thing ncedtul. I hope this, 


LF.) 
in the hands of the Spirit, may ſeal the im- 
portance of truth * the awakened con- 
ſcience. 

As this diſcourſe was delivered in the 
preſence of a reſpectable auditory, however 
conſcious of its great defects, I cheerfully 
rely on their candour to excuſe whatever then 
did or now may appear amiſs: but ſhould 
ſome unkind. critic, ſome ſecret enemy, re- 
Joice in this opportunity, as being favour- 
able to their deſign, permit me to ſay that 1 
am even beforehand with theſe in the more 
ſuitable debaſing views of ſelf, and can as 
heartily pity and pray for them as they may 
cenſure or condemn me. It is, therefore, a 
light thing for me to be judg'd of man. I 

hall hold no diſpute with the ſons of merit. 
The leaſt of all ſaints, and the chief of 
ſinners, is my only motto: the latter of 
which, from a knowledge of the plague of 
my own heart, I can poſitively affirm, and 
the former, with one of old, who ſat at her 
Redeemer's feet, waſhing them with her 
tears and wiping them with the hair of her 
head, I would humbly claim. I envy not 
the Phariſee's boaſting, if I may but find 
mercy with the poor Publican. I acknow- 
ledge myſelf CN of the ſevereſt judg- 


ment 
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ment at the hands of an infinitely holy and 


fin-hating God; but can look with ſecret 


ſatis faction upon ſuch declarations of mercy 


as theſe As for thee alſo, by the blood of 


thy covenant I have ſent forth thy priſoners 
up out of the pit wherein there is no water,” 
and ** Have blotted out thy tranſgreſſions as 
a cloud and thy fins as a dark thick cloud: 


with Come now, and let us reaſon toge= 


ther, &c. Though your ſins be as ſcarlet,

In his 1ſt epiſtle to 
Timothy he writes as by, commandment. of 
God, and ſets forth thoſe pre-requiſite qualifi- 
cations neceſſary for a miniſter of Chriſt : ſhew- 
+ ing the difference between true faith and falſe 
fables; and as in the former epiſtle he ſtiles 
Timothy his beloved ſon, in this he addreſſes 
him as his DEARLY BELOVED; and reminds 
him of, exhorts him to, and encourages him 
in the performance of every, duty; while with 
ſuitable words of comfort he prepares his mind 
for every conflict that he might experience in 
the ſervice of the Lord. As Paul had nearly

Paul's knowledge will certainly appear ex- 
traordinary if we confider the communica- 
tion of it. If we turn to the gth chapter of 
Acts, and there read the account of his con- 
verſion, we muſt fay that his knowledge was 


of a peculiar nature, eſpecially conſidering his 


circumſtances at the time when this knowledge | 
was communicated, when his heart was full 
of enmity ; and may we not add alſo, his hands 
were full of blood, he was breathing out threat- 
nings againſt the ſaints, and his heart was full 
of cruel purpoſes againſt the dear diſciples of 
our Lord. It was extraordinary that at this 
ſeaſon divine compaſſion ſhonald lay hold of 
his "Oy but this was done for Paul's humi- 
Bs  . 
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of the New Teſtament ; and he preached 
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liation, and the exaltation of his pleſſed Lord 
and Saviour! God had determined to get 
- himſelf praiſe in this act of divine mercy; and 


thoſe lips which had blaſphemed Jeſus, which 


had alſo compelled others to blaſpheme his 
holy name, were now conſtrained to avouch 
this Saviour to be his King, his Lord, and his 
Redeemer; hence ſays the Apoſtle, writing to 
Timothy, I is a faithful ſaying, and worthy of all 


acceptation, that Feſus Chriſt came into the world to 


ſave finners, of whom I am the chief. 


This knowledge appears wonderful when we 


conſider its operation, how it wrought upon 


the heart of this rebel againſt the Lord Jeſus, 
the King of kings. The change was mar- 
vellous, we are informed that it was mani» 
feſted by humiliation ; ** Behold he prayeth.” 
Likewiſe we are informed that this blaſphemer, 


this enemy of truth and righteouſneſs, was ap- 


prehended, not as a criminal, but as an object 
of God's diſtinguiſhing favor, that he went 
and preached Chriſt, and the Lord made him 


f in deed and truth © @ veſſel of honour.” 


The Lord prepared Paul for a great . | 
he was a man of a ſanguine ſpirit, and as he 


diſcovered his aſſiduity in Satan's ſervice, ſo 
now he was equally active in the ſervice of a 


hetter maſter, who made him an able miniſter 


** 
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ned ce with power and with the noh chen 


ſent down from on high. 
But 1 obſerved this knowledge was clear and 


diſtinct. The Apoſtle, in giving an account 


of his converſion before Agrippa in the 26th 
chapter of Acts and 13th verſe, ſays, At mid- 
day, O King, I ſaw in the way a light from hea- 


wen, above the brightneſs of the ſun, ſhining round 


about me and them which journeyed with me. 


So that when Saul was called, there appeared 


ſomething ſingularly ſtriking, and it muſt be 
acknowledged that his perſuaſion ariſing there- 


from was both rational and divine. It ap- 


peared ſo rational, that before the enemies of 
truth and righteouſneſs he was bold to ſpeak of 
it, and he poſitively declared that thoſe who 
were with him were witneſſes of the ſame.— 
They ſaw the light, were ſtruck down, and the 
aſtoniſhment was'great ; likewiſe he was called 


by his name, Saul! Saul! There was a re- 


petition for affirmation, and a declaration for 
his humiliation, Saul ! Saul ! why perſecuteſt thou 
me ? unto which he anſwered, Mo art thou, 
Lord? when he was informed that it was s Je eſus; 
I am Jeſus whom thou perſecuteſ. 

Again Paul's knowledge was intereſting. 

+ The ſcriptures of truth point out * 
in three diſtinct views; viz. Artificial, Legal, 


and Eyangelical, in all of which Fact was |

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In the 31ſt of Exodus, zd, 4th, and. 1.5th 
verſes, we have a partitular account of 'Beza- 
Jeel, as, a workman whom God appointed. 
I have filled him, ſays the Lord, with the ſpirit of 
God in wiſdom, and in underflanding, and in know- 


| ledge, and in all manner of workmanſhip to deviſe 


cunning works, to work in gold, and in filver, and 
in braſs, and in cutting of tones, lo ſet them, and 
in carving timber, to work in all manner of work- 
manſbip. What Bezaleel was literally, we con- 
ſider Paul to have been, in a ſpiritual view, a 
workman in the temple of God; a workman, 
who divided the word of truth in wiſdom; 
one who was, indeed, a planter in the Lord's 
vineyard. The Apoſtle, indeed, was particu- 
larly honoured in planting of churches, in or- 
ganizing of them, and in ordaining of biſhops, 
and he gave particular information to Timothy 
reſpecting this matter. 

With reſpect to legal knowledge, the Apoſ- 


tle was one who clearly underſtood: the moral, 


ceremonial, and judicial law: he was ac- 
quainted with their ſpiritual meaning, and was 


taught by the Spirit of divine Grace to direct 


all this knowledge to the exaltation of 4 
bleſſed Lord and Saviour, Jeſus Chriſt. 
Again, the evangelical knowledge of this 
| Apoſtle was truly great and excellent, which 
bangs us to conſider, that this e was

be was enabled clearly to diſtinguiſh bated 
the legal or covenant of works, and covenant 
of grace, and obtained all that divine conſola- 
tion which was the joy and rejoicing of his 
ſoul in life, and in death. He knew Jeſus to 
be his Saviour, his We N and nie law ul 
filling Saviour! 

The Apoſtle was well acquainted: with the 
true nature of the moral law, and was per- 
ſuaded, as the Spirit of God became his 
teacher, that no fleſh living could be juſtified” 
by it. He ſays, I was once alive without* the 
law; hut when the commandment came, fin revived, 
and I died, Rom. vii. 9. When the law came 
with power in the ſpiritual application of it, 
in the full explanation of its true nature, he 
then found it to be a killing law, a curſing” 
law, a law of condemnation; and had he not 
had a view of Jeſus, the mediator of the co- 
venant, he would have been in ſorrowful eir- 
cuniſtances: but as he knew what the law re- 
quired, ſo that evangelical knowledge which ” 
the Spirit of divine Grace afforded him, led 
him to contemplate the myſfery of the grace 
and falvation of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. When 
he informs the Church at Epheſus of Gods 
electing love, he directs them to Jeſus, and 
points out this diſtinguiſhing grace as derived”! 
through him, according as he hath choſen us in 
him before the ſoundution of the world, that be 
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ſhould be holy and without blame before him in 
love, Eph. i. 4. Paul knew that without ho- 
Iineſs no man could ſee the Lord; and he was 
well convinced that he had no righteouſneſs of 


his own that could poſſibly juſtify him. He 


wanted this righteouſneſs; he wanted this Sa- 


viour, and the Spirit of God directed him to a 
full explanation of the bleſſed benefits of the 


law-fulfilling righteouſneſs of Chriſt. 


He likewiſe, in writing to the Galatians, 


chap. iii. verſe 13, ſpeaks of the grand end of 
the atoning ſacrifice of Jeſus Chriſt. Chriſt, 


ſays he, hath redeemed us from the 5, of f the 


law, being made a curſe for us. 


The Apoſtle was ſo well acquainted with a 


theſe diſtinguiſhing benefits, that it was the pe- 


culiar delight and comfort of his ſoul; hence,

deſtinated us to be conformed to the i image of Chriſt. 


Whoſoever then oppoſe theſe great doctrines 


diſcoyer a want of knowledge, and prove 


that they know not the rich benefits of: * 


grace which they contain. 


Hut as Paul received and believed the ith 
as it is in Jeſus, his name was precious to him;

Unto you that be- 
lieve, be is precious, &c. And, Paul found 

Chriſt Ione: to his ſoul, and his Knowledge . 
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of Jeſus was divinely ſweet, inaſmuch as he 


vas privileged to enter into all · the riches and 


benefits of his grace and ſalvation; hence, 
when writing to the Hebrews, and explaining 
the nature of the ceremonial law, he directs 
them from the Type to the Antitype; and. 
ſweetly exhibits Jeſus as that precious ſacrifice, 
as that glorious High Prieſt, and bleſſed Mel- 
chizedek, who in his natural generation was 
without father and without mother, and in his 


divine ſonſhip, without ann of days or 


ending of years! 

This inſpired penman had that els 
of Chriſt which led him not only to rejoice in 
his ſalvation, as being delivered from the curſe 
and condemnation of the law; but it was mat- 
ter of peculiar comfort to him to view Chriſt in 
his glorious offices and relative characters: the 
Apoſtle, therefore, rejoiced in Jeſus, not only. 
as his Saviour, but as his King, and his deſire 
was that he might reign in him and rule over 
him. 

Paul likewiſe rejoiced in the e as 105 


God, and was a firm advocate for his divine 


characters; hence, 1 Tim. iii. 16, he ſays 
And without. controverſy great is the myſtery of gud- 
lineſs.. Gop was MANIFEST IN THE FLESH, 


juſtified in the Spirit, ſeen of angels, preached unto ' 


the Gentiles, believed, on in the world, received up 
into glam.

who are enemies to the divinity of our ever- 
adorable Redeemer, can read ſuch portions, 
and not be confounded, had not the Spirit, 
. Whoſe office it is to take of the things of Chriſt, 
and to ſhew them to his people, made this ſer- 
vant of God leave on record, for our inſtruction, 
that None can call Feſus Lord but by the Holy Ghoſt. 
The divinity of Chriſt was peculiarly ſweet to 
this blefſed Apoſtle; it ſupported him under 
all his conflicts, and amidſt the many cruel 
perſecutions which he underwent, he knew, 
and he rejoiced in the knowledge, that his Sa- 
viour was divine. 

We proceed, to: confider that which the 
Apoſtle committed to our bleſſed Lord to keep. 
Being, through the Spirit, experjmentally ac- 
quainted with the perfections of his nature, 
his complex characters, as GOD, Man, and 
Mediator, and the work which he had un- 
dertook and well performed; being, likewiſe, 
acquainted with the bleſſed offices which he 
ſuſtained on behalf of his people, the Apoſ- 
tle committed to his care his chief and grand 
concerns, and determined to make the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt his executor in truſt. 

Paul had, indeed, a large eſtate, a great i in⸗ 
heritance upon the earth beneath as well as in 
heaven above; and of this he informs us when 
writing to the Philippians, chap. i. 21-23 
verſes: For I am in a firaight, betwixt two, Sau-

ing a deſire 10 depart and to be with Chrift, 
which is far better, &c. &c. &c, It is obvious, 
therefore, that what the Apoſtle committed to 
the Lord was primarily the ſalvation of his 
immortal ſoul: this Paul certainly committed 
to Chriſt. | 

Secondly, his two ſons in the faith, nee 


THY and Titus. Theſe were not only par- 


takers of the Apoſtle's good wiſhes, but had 
his hearty prayers of commendation to the Lord. 
Again, we are informed, that Paul com- 
mended, or committed, the Church to his parti» 
cular care, Acts xx. and 32d verſe: Aud now, 
brethren, I commend you to God and the word of his 
grace, which is able to build you up, and to give yon 
an inheritance among all them that are ſanctiſied. 

We cannot ſuppoſe that, at this ſeaſon, he was 
unmindful of thoſe Churches to whom his 
epiſtles were ſent with ſuch divine affection, 
and which breathe his heart's defire for their 
proſperity in the grand leſſons of the ſalva- 
tion of Jeſus and the knowledge of his name. 
Each of theſe, we conceive, were partakers 
in the A s laſt will, ſhare and ſhare 
alike. 

But, as we beſore obſerved, that which 5 
committed primarily was the ſalvation of his 
own ſoul: in the 1oth verſe, he rejoices that 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt had brought life and im- x 


mortality to light through the Goſpel. 
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The Apoſtle was a man of ſcientific know - 
ledge, and divine wiſdom ſuitably appointed 
bim as an able diſputant with the Philoſo- 

phers at Athens. There were many who op- 
poſed the doctrine of the immortality of the 
ſoul, and Paul had diſputations with them on 
this ſubject, particularly with the diſciples of 
Epicurius and the Stoics; and there were many 
who denied the providence of God: in gene- 
ral, the Philoſophers of that age were no bet- 
ter than Babel builders!' ſome aſcribed the crea- 
tion of the world to fire, or rather that the ex- 
tinction of fire produced a world: others at- 
ſerted, that it ſprung out of water, and ſome, 
that the formation of the world was 5 EN 
by the denfity of air. 
Their ignorance appears great concerning 

all theſe things: hence the Apoſtle rejoices 
that Jeſus Chriſt had brought to light that 
which all the Philoſophers of the age were in- 
ſuffieient to diſcover. 
Some aſſerted, that the ſoul flept with the 
| body; others declared; that it was annihilated, 
and ſome, that it was ſubject to tranſmi eration, 
2 eternity only to matter. 

But the Apoſtle had that knowledge of the 


view of the reſurrection of the dead and the 
 immortality- of the ſoul: and O! what an 


j 


adorable Saviour by which he rejoiced in the 
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earneſt had Paul of everlaſting life, when he 
uttered theſe words, Jeſus Chrift hath brought Le 
and immortality to light through the goſpel. 


The Apoſtle received a great leſſon of in- : 


ſtruction at the very time his heart was full of 
enmity againſt Chriſt. It may not, however, be 
thought that he treaſured up knowledge with 
this view when he fat near the feet of that 
dear martyred faint who fell aſleep amidſt a 


ſhower of ſtones : nevertheleſs, Paul heard 
what Stephen declared, Acts vii. 56. B. 
Hold, T fee the heavens opened, and the Son of Mas ' 


flanding on the right hand of God, and he appears 
to have heard attentively his ſupplicatory ad- 


dreſs, Lord Jeſus, receive my ſpirit! When we 
conſider the concord between the experience'of 


that martyr and Paul's converſion, what Stephen 


declared that he ſaw, (viz. the bright heavens 
opened, and Feſus there appears fully con- 
firmed in the relation which the Apoſtle gave 


before Agrippa and before Feſtus, when he 
ſpake of that extraordinary viſion, that divine 
viſion, which he was favoured with in fo pecu- 


liar a manner, and which encouraged” him, 


under thoſe views, to ſpeak with a degree of 
aſſurance reſpecting the nature foes "ws immor- 


tality of the ſoul.

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he was now near the confines of death, he 
could even rejoice in this view; and it was 
particularly comforting to his ſoul, that death 
was conquered, that it was diſarmed of its 
power, and that enemy to human nature, as 
it were, deſtroyed: He hath deſtroyed death; or, 
in other words, hath taken away the triumph- 
ing power of it. 2 Cor. xv. 54. Death is ſwal- 
IJowed up in victory. Hence the dear ſaints of God 
know nothing more than a change: but there 
is a neceſſity that the body ſhould be changed, 
and the Apoſtle had that view of it, when he 


ſpake of the glorious reſurrection, 2 Cor. xv. 


42, 43, 44- 


Again, as the Apoſtle particularly notices a 


day, we muſt now proceed to conſider the 
third propoſition: For I know whom I have be- 
lieved, and am perſuaded that he is able to keep tha, 
hich I have committed unto him againſt that day 

As the Apoſtle had committed his own ſoul, 


with Timothy and Titus, and the Churches 


in all their diſtreſſes, to the ſpecial care of Je- 
ſas Chriſt, ſo a day is here ſpoken of, a period 
for this truſt is fixed, and the Apoſtle hereby 
denotes the firong conſolation held forth in 


the final perſeverance of the Saints unto eter-

nal glory. How comfortable for a follower 
of. Chriſt is the conſideration, that they ſhall 
be preſerved in Chriſt Jeſus to eternal bliG!

The children of the Moſt High are the pe- 
culjar objects of his care; and white they ſo- 
journ in this wilderneſs, Jeſus, their chief ſnep- 
herd, has engaged to lead them, to feed them, 
and to defend them. They are therefore, ſays 
the Apoſtle, preſerved in Chriſt Jeſus and calleds 
they are the particular care of the Lord; they 
were given to him, they were preſerved 


in him before calling: and if his love is thus 


manifeſted to call them by his grace, to quicken 
them by his Spirit, and to acquaint them with 
the bleſſings of ſalvation, this holds forth unto 
them the bleſſed doctrine of their final perſe- 
verance, and that they are under the ſpecial 
care of the Lord even to the hour of death, and . 
that they ſhall be under his care until the day 
of judgment, that ſolemn day, which ſhall even- 
tually prove the importance of this truſt. 

The day of life is a day in which the ſaints 
of God experience many conflicts and need 
the ſpecial care of the Lord, and they ſhall 
have it; for though they appear often. caſt 
down, yet, ſays the Apoſtle, afflifted but not for- 
ſalen, caſt down but uot deſtroyed. 

The Lord, amidſt all their e 
deals not with them according to their ſins, 
por. wrd them according to their iniquities 4 

» _ 
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But all is mercy, all is love and grace to every 
believer in Jeſus Chriſt. Well, at the great 
day, the day of death, when the dying ſaint 
is ſurrounded by his earthly friends, who can 
only yield him that little comfort to wipe the 
fweat from his death-cold face ; at that trying 
hour, when earthly friends and helpers fail, 
Jeſus Chrift is preſent with all the rich benefits 
and bleſiings of his grace, ſurrounding of him ! 
« The angel of the Lord encampeth round about them 
that fear him. to deliver them, to give them ſuc- 
cour, and to afford them every gracious ſupport 
which in that trying hour they want, and which 
no carthly friend, in that critical moment, can 
poffibly give unto them. 

Here then is encouragement for us to com- 
mit our fouls to Jeſus, as Stephen the bleſſed 
Martyr did. And Paul, who likewiſe follow- 
ing his example, ſays, I know whom I have be- 
lieved, and am perſuaded, that he is able to keep 
that which I have committed unto him againſt that 
There is ſomething important in this keep- 
ing; it is keeping the ſoul from the defiling na- 
ture as well as the condemning power of fin. 
Sin actually ſhall not have the dominion; we 
do not aſſert that it ſhall not have a being in 
you, for ſin dwelleth in the beſt offaints. Vet 
* there is even now no condemnation to them that are 
in Chriſt, Rom. viii.

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has neither ſpot, or wrinkle, or any ſuch thing. 
Jeſus keeps the ſoul pure; he has waſhed them, 
and has declared that they are clean. Whoſoever 
1 have waſhed needeth not ſave to waſh his feet, but 
7s clean every whit ;” they are clean through all 
their lives, and amidſt all the perplexities and 

external evils that appear, they are free from 
the imputation of fin by virtue of the Mn 
neſs of Chriſt imputed to them. | 

Again, this dear Redeemer keeps their ſouls | 
in peace. The enemy comes to diſturb their 
peace, and with him (through his cruel ſug- 
geſtions) many of the ſaints of the Lord have 
had fore conflicts. This was the caſe with 
good Mr, Hervey, he had a ſore conflict juſt 
before his diſſolution. 

Satan aims to wreſt their faith Send th 
but ſays Paul, I know whom I have believed, and 
am perſuaded, that he is able to keep that which 
I have committed to him againſt that day. He keeps 


the ſoul in peace, he reveals his pardoning 


grace, he makes known the benefits of his fin- 

atoning blood, and the rich bleſſings of his 

imputed righteouſneſs for their Divine ſupport.

But we may conſider this day as being viewed 
with peculiar delight by the believer in Chriſt, 
inaſmuch as the angels of the Lord ſhall diſ- 
tinguiſh the righteous from the wicked: the 
ſolemn charge will be given to them by the 
Lord himſelf, to place his ſaints at his right hand, 
and they will be gathered together, and poſſeſs 
all the rich benefits of the ſalvation of Jeſus. 

Then the wicked muſt ſay, deſpiſers will 
acknowledge, theſe are they whoſe lives we 
counted madneſs, and their end without honour, 
but now they are manifeſtly the ſaints of 
God. | 

What a glorious ſtate will then be revealed, 
when they will appear in the love and likeneſs 
of Jeſus, all bleſſed, all love, all joy, all life, 
and for ever ſeparated to the poſſeſſion of thoſe 
eternal enjoyments with God, to poſſeſs and 
enjoy thoſe pleaſures which are at his right hand 
for evermore.

To conclude ; theſe words were in a parti - 

cular manner the ſupport of our deceaſed friend 
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and honoured paſtor, the Rev. Mr. William 
Dowars; and we are now, my friends, to inform 
you, from his genuine experience of this divine 
reality in religion, that is to ſay, in the religion 
of Jeſus Chriſt. 

Our honoured paſtor was in the year 1757 
ordained Miniſter over this church, which now 
completes thirty-eight years. He then came 
forth well furniſhed for the work of the mi- 
niſtry ; his ability for this office is beyond my 
_ commendation. He was one who was trulya par- 
taker of 'and who delighted in the word of truth; 
and as a textuary or ſcripturiſt, I believe I may 
ſay, there was ſcarcely his equal. As we have 
already obſerved, he was partial to the Apoſtle's 
doctrine ; he preached the ſame doctrine, he 
taught the ſame truths, and united experience 
with the doctrinal part ; nor was he leſs emu- 
Tous to promote REAL HOLINESs of heart, lip, and 
life, than he was to aſſert the great truths of 
the Goſpel : though he was branded by ſome _ 
with being an Antinomian, he knew no other 
antinomianiſm than that' which exalted the 
Saviour, laid the creature low, and put the 
ſinner in his proper place. In this he was a 
precious inſtrument in the hands of God, and he 
rejoiced to proclaim the great doctrines of a free . 
grace Goſpel. What he preached he telt and 
experienced: ; it was his ſupport through many 
conflicts in life, in the former part of which he 

"M4 Es was 
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was much exerciſed, often ſorely afflicted and 
tempted, and under this teaching he came forth 
ſuitably furniſhed to the work of the miniſtry. 
But we come now to relate his experience in 
his laſt days; and here permit me, my friends, 
to inform you, as I have been honoured with 
being a member twenty-ſix years in this church, 
I have alſo enjoyed fellowſhip and communion 
with him, and can aſſert, from my own perſonal 
knowledge, that he had a ſweet ſavour of the 
truths that he preached. 

Indeed, in the firſt part of his illneſs, he 
complained of great darkneſs of mind ; never- 
theleſs, ſaid he, I know the foundation ſtands 
ſure, and am not ſtaggered reſpecting the baſis 
of my hope; can venture my ſoul in the 
hands of Chriſt. Viſiting him ſome time after, 
he informed me, that the Lord had revealed 
himſelf, ſweetly, to him; and thoſe words were 
made precious to him that our Lord delivered 

to Peter, I have prayed for thee, that thy faith 
fail not: thus though the great enemy of ſouls 
had darkened his mind, in the views of death, 
yet the kind ſupport of his Saviour made him 
riſe ſuperior to every temptation. A little be- 
fore his death I called again to ſee him, when 
he informed me thoſe words had much ſupported 
him; © The Lord ſhall be thy everlaſting light, and 
thy God thy glory.” This was ample compenſa- 
; tion for all the darkneſs which he before had 

* 5 | 2 expe- 
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experienced. The Lord, indeed, dealt gracĩ- 
ouſly with him; his conflict was ſhort though 


ſharp at the end, and in a few moments the 


Lord tranſlated his foul to the manſions of 


glory. 


I have now only to addreſs the mourners upon {0 


the preſent ſolemn occaſion. We have heard, 


dear friends, the Apoſtle's teſtimony of his 


confidence in Jeſus, and of our departed mi- 


niſter's genuine experience of the grace of 
Chriſt, which afforded him comfort amidſt va- 
rious afflictions and trials in this time- ſtate; 


we have ſeen in him a proof of that divine 
reality in the religion of Chriſt, which - can 
ſupport the ſoul in the hour of death, and ena- 
ble it to look with calm ſerenity to a judgment 
day. How encouraging, then, ſhould this be 
to us. If we are taught by the ſame Spi- 
rit, we may adopt the ſame language, and 
ſay, even with the Apoſtle, & I know hop 
1 have believed, and that he is able to keep that 
which I have committed lo him againſt that 
day. May the Lord encourage our ſouls 


in the belief of this; and that the many peti- 


tions which our dear paſtor hath put up for 
us, as Paul did for the churches of old, 
will be gracious anſwered, and this church, 
though | at preſent in a low eſtate, tried 


and afflicted, ſhall yet be raiſed by the Chief 
Shepherd of Iſrael, * who hears and anſwers 


prayer, 
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Prayer, and that he will give us all needfut 
grace to hold on and hold out unto the end. 
The Lord encouraged our paſtor to believe 
that his latter end ſhould greatly increaſe; and 
it did, both in a temporal and ſpiritual view; 
His conſolations were great, and may we be 
helped to praiſe Him for all that is paſt, and 
truſt Him for all that is to come. May it be 
a ſtimulation to look up to that God for all 
divine ſupport, to comfort us under our preſent 
circumſtances, and for a future ſupply of all 
needful grace. I now leave what has been 
ſaid to the bleſſing of Iſrael's Covenant God, 
and your own contemplations.

The Apoſtle informs us, that by one man ſin 
entered into the world, and death by ſin, and the 
ſentence of it has paſſed upon all men; for that 
all have finned. In this reſpect, the young and 
old, the good and bad, ſtand alike under the 
awful ſentence of death, for death is the wages 
of ſin; but the gift of God is life eternal, for 
to the real Chriſtian there remains for his juſti- 
fication that righteouſneſs which is of God. The 
characters of the righteous and the wicked are 
deſcribed in the ſacred word, and awful to many 
are the words of our Lord, when deſcribing 
the ſtate of all mankind. He bath aſſured us 
that when he ſhall come and ſtand upon his 
throne of judgment he will ſay to thoſe on his 

right hand, Come, ye bleſſed of my Father, inherit 
the kingdom prepared for you from before the foun- 
dation of the world; but to the reſt—Depart, ye 
curſed, into everlaſting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels; and thoſe ſhall go into everlaſt- 
ing puniſhments, but the Tightcous into * 
eternal.

If men were juſtified by the works of the. 


law, it muſt not only be works that the law 
requires, but alſo of that perfection which the 


law er . and the law requires perfect and

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perpetual obedience to its divine commands, 
and a ſubmiſſion that has not the leaſt defect 
in heart or life to its divine precepts. — 
Man, in a ftate of innocence, was under the 
covenant of works; but when fin entered into 
the world, the law, the covenant of works, 
was broken, nor was the leaſt proviſion made 
in the covenant of works-for the ſalvation of 
ſinners: and can any perſon ſay the law 
juſtifies me? Can any ſay, I am with- 
out fin; I have not offended in any thing?“ If 
that was a fact, no doubt the law would juſ- 
tify that man: but if, under a ſenſe of fin and 
guilt, we are obliged to acknowledge ourſelves 
tranſgeſſors, then what is the language of tbe 
law? Curſed is every one that continueth not in all - 
things that is ꝛvritten in the book of the law to do 
them; and as many, ſays the Apoſtle, as are of 
the works of the law, are under the curſe. 
But the way of Salvation that is reyealed to 
us by the goſpel is very different, and it bears 
thoſe titles that diſtinguiſh it from every 
law conſideration. The language of Scripture 
is, Iife and immortality are brought to light by 
the . goſpel, and there Jeſus Chriſt is ſet forth 
as the way, the truth, and the life. All that 
is neceſſary for the juſtification of the ſinner 
is here done; for the Lord Jeſus Chriſt has 
made an end of fin, made a reconciliation for 
mae, and hath wen in an exerlaſting 


righ- 
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righteouſneſs. When the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
according to prophecy, came into the world, 
(to perſorm what the prophet declares he ſhould). 
he, in his miniſtry, declares the grand end of 
his miſſion, I come not to call the righteous, but 
ſinners to repentance. He declares this to be the 
+ - work that was appointed him to do; 10 fniſÞ 
tranſgreſſion, and to make an end of fin, to do the 
Will of him that ſent him, and to finiſh his works. 
The Pfalmiſt eminently perſonates the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, when he ſays, in his 4oth Pſalm, 
Sacrifice aud offering thou didſt not deſire, mine ears 
«| + haſt thou opened; burnt-offering and fin-offering haſt. 
thou not required, then ſaid I, Lo! I come, in the 
volume of the book it is written of me, I delight 10 
do thy will, O my God; yea, thy law is within my 
heart. He, and he alone, has obeyed the law 
1 perfectly, and ſatisfied divine juſtice fully; and 
if ever we ſtand with acceptance before the 
Divine Being, it muſt be in his righteouſnefs, 
and not our own. I know the common and 
ordinary objection that is brought by many 
againſt the doctrine of imputed righteouſneſs 
and juſtification by the righteouſneſs of Chriſt 
alone, as well as to other doctrines inſeparably 
connected therewith ; ſay they, if this is the 
caſe, if men are ſaved wholly by grace, juſtified 
wholly by the righteouſneſs of Chriſt, then 
what are they the better for good works ? what 


advantage do men receive by their obedience? 
There 
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There is no doubt of this; let their lives and 
converſation be what they may, they are ſecure 
from everlaſting miſery by what Chriſt has 
done for them. 

There is undoubtedly a truth under this diſ- 
guiſe, it is a fact, that our good works are no 
part of our juſtification ; but then, by this-way 
of reaſoning, they divide what Gop hath joined: 
together; for though good works are not the 
matter and ground of a ſinner's juſtification, 
they are the fruit of his faith, for it is a poor 
righteouſneſs we poſſeſs, if we can live in filthy 
practices, gratifying corruption, as many do, and 
under theſe circumſtances boaſt of their faith 
increafing ; while they are ſlaves to ſin, their 
conduct gives their profeſſion the lye, for Chriſt 
is not a miniſter of ſin, I would obſerve, the 
ſame . covenant in which a Redeemer was pro- 
vided, and ſalvation's plan was drawn, there 
was treaſured up grace for thoſe who in time 
| ſhould be called, and who in time were alive; 
the Apoſtle therefore, in the firſt chapter of 
the Epiftle to the Epheſians, (his heart being 
ſuitably affected with that grace) ſays, Bleſſed 
be the God and Father of our Lord Jeſus Chrift, who 
| hath bleſſed us with all ſpiritual bleſſings in heavenly 
places in Cbriſt, according us he has choſen us in him 
before the foundation of the world, that we ſhould be 
holy and without blame before him in love, having

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Chrift to Him elf, according to the good pleaſure of 
his will, Here you may obſerve, that while 
the Apoſtle is opening God's covenant, relative 
to the ſalvation of ſinners, he at the ſame time 
particularly notices the means that God has ap- 
pointed for the accompliſhment of it. 

The Apoſtle ſpeaks of grace being given bes 
fore the world began, and what, at leaſt, I 
_ underſtand by predeſiination, as it is a ſtated 
doctrine diſtinct from election is, that it con- 
ſiſts in the ordination of means for the accom- 
pliſhment of the ends that Gop had in view in 
delivering of the objects of his love, and bring- 
ing them home to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and to 
accept of pardon through his blood: the Holy 
Ghoſt, as the ſandiifier, brings them to the ac- 
knowledgment of it, and cauſing them to expe- 
rience its power and efficacy, he makes them the 
willing followers of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and 
forms a people to God's praiſe, according to that 
everlaſting covenant, that is well ordered in all 
things, and ſure. Were it ſeaſonable, I might er- 
large upon this important ſubject; upon this ſo- 
lemn occafion it is very ſuitable, both as it con- 
cerns the circumſtances of individuals, and diſ- 
plays the riches of divine grace therein; and alſo,
